THE CRUSADERS’ EMBLEM AND ITS HISTORY 


The use of the red cross with the double arms stretches back 
into Christian usage of the Middle Ages, when it was the 
emblem of the Second Crusade. It was employed by 
Godefroy de Bouillion, who placed it on his standard at the 
capture of Jerusalem from the Infidel in 1099, and later had 
it incorporated in the arms of the House of Lorraine. 


The use of this cross as an international emblem in the crusade 
against Tuberculosis dates from 1902, when it was recognised 
at the International Conference at Berlin. 


Just as the great crusading movements of the Middle Ages 
unified Europe in the presence of a common enemy, 
this cross expresses the spirit of warfare 
against Tuberculosis, the greatest plague 
that has. ever devastated 
humanity. 
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COUNCIL’S REPORT 


To the 41st Annual General Meeting of Members of the National Association for 
the Prevention of Tuberculosis, to be held at Tavistock House, Tavistock Square, W.C. 1, 
on Thursday, April 18th, 1940, at 2.30 p.m. 


Two thirds of the year’s work had been done before the outbreak of war, when, like 
every similar organization in the country, the Association was faced with important problems 
affecting its whole life and development. As these have affected our outlook on activities 
already complete, as well as those projected for the future, it is natural to describe them 
first. 

In the difficult atmosphere of last September, many throughout the country feared 
that the war might mean the end of all voluntary work and the sacrifice of years of effort, 
and the Council was faced with the crucial question of its activities during the war. To 
suspend them altogether, however, appeared to» the Council an extreme and unjustified 
step, and it was decided unanimously that the Association’s work should be carried on, 
as far as possible unimpaired, in order to help in minimizing that increase in Tuberculosis 
which has been the terrible accompaniment of all wars in the past. It was felt also that 
fresh problems would be certain to arise in which the Association’s help and resources 
would be useful. 


The wisdom of this policy was justified almost at once. Emergency arrangements 
had been made by the Ministry of Health to release a large number of hospital beds for 
possible casualties, and numbers of tuberculous patients were compelled to discontinue 
their treatment and return home. The risks resulting, both to the unhappy patient and 
his susceptible family are clear. But in the beginning of the war, when a sense of acute 
and dangerous emergency dominated everything, the authorities rightly decided that the 
general claims must outweigh those of any particular section of the public. 


When however, the emergency did not develop as suddenly as had been expected, the 
Association began to receive a volume of criticism from all parts of the country. It seemed 
highly desirable that some statement should be made reflecting the general opinion of 
Tuberculosis workers. Accordingly a letter was addressed to the Editor of The Times, 
and appeared on October 20th, 1939, in these terms :— 


TUBERCULOSIS IN WAR 
THE EVACUATION OF SANATORIA 
To the Editor of “ The Times” 


** Sir,—Those who know the amount of tuberculosis in this country, and the 
success with which our national system of prevention and cure has been built up, will 
share the fears expressed in Lady Grey’s letter to you in your issue of September 27th. All 
over the country sanatoria and hospitals for this disease have been evacuated and 
patients distributed in their own homes. Many such patients are infective to others, and, 
although it is possible by suitable precautions to minimize this danger, we fear that the 
seeds of future cases of active disease—perhaps a generation hence—are being spread 
now. 

‘* The action of the authorities in evacuating sanatoria has been taken to meet a 
danger the extent of which is still undefined. A reserve of vacant beds is, of course, 
essential for the treatment of casualties, both military and civil. But we would like to 
submit that an infective case of pulmonary tuberculosis may, in time, cause as much 
harm as a bomb, and the resistance of our people to this economically burdensome

disease is not a negligible factor in war-time. We know of cases where a sanatorium, 
after previous warning, has been evacuated on 48 hours’ notice. Surely on this basis, 
many of the beds for tuberculous patients could be filled now, to be evacuated again as 
soon as necessity should arise. The Council of the National Association hopes to keep 
open, for as long as possible, its Burrow Hill Sanatorium Colony for tuberculous boys 
in Surrey, and we are encouraging our affiliated organizations to intensify their work for 
tuberculous patients in their own homes, whose needs may-be even greater than in 
peace-time. 

“There is another aspect of the problem. The disease will undoubtedly occur 
among members of the Forces, for whom the sanatoria should be available to the 
greatest possible extent. It is vital that our magnificent tuberculosis service should be 
preserved as a functioning machine to meet this need as well as that of the civil popula- 
tion. Tuberculosis due to active service is as much a casualty of war as a wound. 

‘“* The Ministry of Health is now in virtual control of our hospitals. We know that 
they are familiar with this problem, and we believe that public opinion will be behind 
any action they may take to free as many beds as possible in tuberculosis hospitals for 
the use for which they are adapted.

The Minister of Health, the Rt. Hon. Walter Elliot, who has always shown himself 
sympathetic to our work, invited the Association, in concert with other bodies, to send a 
Deputation to wait on him, and a meeting took place on October 27th. The Deputation 
was led by the Vice-Chairman, Sir Percival Horton-Smith-Hartley, with whom were 
associated Dr. S. Vere Pearson and Dr. J. B. McDougall, representing the Joint Tuberculosis 
Council, and Dr. G. T. Hebert and Dr. N. Lloyd Rusby, appointed by the Tuberculosis 
Association, and a number of other expert authorities on Tuberculosis, including Dr. G. 
Lissant Cox, Professor Lyle Cummins, Dr. G. B. Dixon, Sir Henry Gauvain, Dr. R. A. 
Young, Mr. H. Arthur Baker and Councillor R. W. Brosch, members of the Council 
of this Association. A strong case was put forward for the release of a certain proportion 
of Emergency hospital beds for their normal purpose in the Tuberculosis Service. The 
Deputation was glad to be informed that the situation would be remedied as speedily 
as possible by action of the Minister and Local Authorities, and at the end of the year there 
was actually a larger number of available beds than patients ready to fill them. 


STANDING ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


Another happy result of the meeting with the Minister was Mr. Elliot’s invitation to 
the: three bodies to form a permanent Advisory Committee to keep in touch with the 
officers of his Department, and to put forward the views of tuberculosis workers in general. 
The three bodies concerned were glad to accept this invitation, associated with representa- 
tives from the Society of Medical Officers of Health and the Medical Department of the 
London County Council. The Standing Advisory Committee so formed held its first 
meeting before the end of the year, when Sir Percival H-S-Hartley was elected Chairman 
and Dr. Harley Williams, Secretary. The confidence thus shown in the Officers of the 
National Association is much appreciated by the Council. Collaboration of this kind 
between the three bodies has long been felt by the Council to be desirable. It is thus 
owing to the war, and the practical problem raised as a result of it, that a closer under- 
standing between these bodies has been achieved, and may well have important results. 
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ANNUAL CONFERENCE, 1939, BELFAST 


For the first time in its history, the Association moved across the Irish Channel for 
its Annual Meeting and Conference. Through the kindness of the Lord Mayor and 
Corporation of the City of Belfast the delegates were entertained for three days, and in 
addition to a strenuous programme of scientific meetings there were opportunities of 
seeing the high standard of tuberculosis work achieved in and near the City, and some- 
thing of the natural beauties of Northern Ireland and Eire. The Chairman of the 
Association, the Marchioness of Titchfield, presided over the Conference, to the great 
pleasure of the delegates and our hosts. Although, owing to preoccupations with 
National Services, the attendance was not so large as usual, it was generally felt that this 
meeting was one of the most successful the Association has ever held. The subjects for

At the close of the Conference, the Chairman of the Council presided over the 40th 
Annual Meeting of the Association. 

Lady Titchfield, in moving the Annual Report, expressed her personal sense of sorrow 
at_the loss sustained by the death of Sir Robert and Lady Philip. 

The adoption of the Annual Report was seconded by Alderman Ernest Rickards, J.P., 
Chairman of the Public Health Committee, Surrey County Council, who referred to the 
work of the Care Committees affiliated to the Association. The election of new members 
to the Council and the re-election of retiring members was proposed and carried with 
enthusiasm, and Messrs. Lord Foster and Co. were appointed Auditors. 

The meeting closed with a vote of thanks to Lady Titchfield, moved by Dr. G. Lissant 
Cox and Dr. J. B. McDougall. 

The full Report of the proceedings will be found in the printed Transactions of the 
Conference. 


HEALTH EDUCATION 


It should be remembered that the best instruments cannot be adequately made use of 
unless people are educated to employ them. Our Tuberculosis Service gains each year in 
efficiency, but we doubt whether the public appreciates all that is being done—and among 
the public, be it noted, are included those who vote at the election of Local Authorities, 
and those who compose our Local Bodies and Tuberculosis Committees throughout the 
country. Health Propaganda of a constructive kind will therefore always be necessary 
and valuable. During the year the Association has carried on its programme of lectures 
and film demonstrations. The latter have been much improved by the purchase of a sound 
cinema projector of the latest type. By this instrument, films can be demonstrated clearly 
and audibly to an audience of a thousand people or more, with sound reproduction equal 
to that in any first-class cinema. During the latter part of the year, when it seemed that 
normal Health Propaganda would be paralysed owing to the war, a new and unexpectedly 
fruitful field was opened. Numbers of evacuated children from the cities are concentrated 
in rural places. Their school-teachers find it difficult to give Health Education in the 
ordinary curriculum. The Association accordingly arranged a very successful series of 
journeys in Essex and Hertfordshire, and the letters received from parents and headmasters 
leave no doubt that the film demonstrations have made an impression. In teaching children 
it is not wise to stress the morbid side of the subject, and good anti-tuberculosis propaganda 
can be given without undue emphasis on the disease. 


BULLETIN 


For a long time it has seemed desirable to find some method of closer connection 
between the Association and its affiliated Care Committees throughout the country. A 
great deal of information which would be useful to them is accumulated at Headquarters, 
and cannot find an outlet, and some method of regular means of contact was required. 
In the beginning of this year an unpretentious start was made in the issue of this N.A.P.T. 
Bulletin. This was a duplicated sheet of some twelve pages, giving information, articles, 
figures and announcements about the Association, and tuberculosis work in general. 
It is designed chiefly for nurses and members of the general public, to whom the regular 
journals and periodicals read by doctors would not appeal. 

The demand for the Bulletin was so great that its size has been increased from twelve 
to twenty pages, and next year it is hoped to issue it six times, arrangements having been 
made for the supply of paper. The Council feels that this is an attractive and inexpensive 
method of propaganda among those who, by the nature of their work and interests, are 
most ready to receive it. 

CYPRUS 


The Council was pleased to hear that one of the results of the late Dr. Noel Bardswell’s 
work in Cyprus is in course of being achieved. Dr. C. E. Bevan, one of the principal Medical 
Officers of the Colony, has been appointed Tuberculosis Officer, and will carry out a scheme 
of re-organisation in this work. Dr. Bevan recently came to this country for six months’ 
post-graduate work. Arrangements are also being made, at the expense of the Association, 
to train in English methods of sanatorium administration a Cypriot nurse who will later 
be Matron at the Kyperounda Sanatorium. 


BURMA 


Reference was made last year to an enquiry into Tuberculosis in Burma in connection 
with which the Association had proposed the name of Professor Lyle Cummins. The 
latter visited the country from November, 1938, to April, 1939, and the survey is now 
complete. Interesting data have been collected by the use of the Tuberculin Test. Professor 
Cummins is to be congratulated on his work, the details of which have been described by 
him in articles now appearing in the Journal Tubercle. 
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NURSE COMMISSIONERS 


The energy of the Nurse Commissioners in Scotland has not abated throughout the 
year. This scheme has now been running for some ten years, and a large number of visits 
and lectures have been given by the two Nurses. The future of their work and its possible 
extension is now under discussion by the Special Advisory Committee from the National 
Association, the Royal Victoria Hospital Tuberculosis Trust and the British Red Cross 
Society, under the Chairmanship of the Hon. Mrs. Stirling of Keir. 

One feature of the scheme is an arrangement by which several nurses each year attend 
refresher courses in tuberculosis, in Edinburgh. It is hoped that this may be extended to 
cover a larger number of nurses, but in such isolated parts as the Scottish Islands and 
sections of the mainland it is difficult to arrange an over-lap of duty by the neighbouring 
nurse, so as to enable her colleague to be away for the time necessitated by the course. 

The other two bodies—the Royal Victoria Hospital Tuberculosis Trust and the British 
Red Cross Society—have continued their support for the scheme during the year. 


BURROW HILL SANATORIUM COLONY 


This Colony takes and trains some 80 boys—cases of pulmonary and non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis. No physician needs to be told that in adolescence and young adult life the 
prognosis of a case is always serious, and this fact alone justifies the long residence of one 
to two years which goes with the training and treatment at Burrow Hill. The results are 
very satisfactory. Letters are received from former patients which show that perhaps 
not a few of them enjoy a better start in life after training at Burrow Hill than if they had 
never developed tuberculosis at all. Statistics showing the results of treatment will be 
found on pages 16-18. 


SEAL SALE 


The Christmas Seal Sale is now in its seventh year. More Care Committees are 
realising that this is the most effective and practical method known of raising funds. The 
Seals carry the double red cross, and, by coming into the hands of those who do not under- 
stand the tuberculosis problem, may even start a line of enquiry which has good propaganda 
value. 

In the autumn of the year the beginning of the war aroused the apprehension that 
results would be poor. The Association at once issued a letter advising its affiliated bodies 
to impress upon their subscribers that tuberculosis was a menace in war as well as in 
peace, and that they should try to make the Seal Sale as big a success as possible in difficult 
conditions. We are glad to say that all the affiliated committees except two adopted this 
course and the results, while not quite reaching those of a normal year, have justified 
this policy. The affiliated Societies are to be congratulated on their zest in carrying on 
the Seal Sale in a difficult year. 


CARE COMMITTEES 


There are now 111 Care Committees affiliated to the Association, and ways are 
constantly being sought to make their connection a closer one. Affiliation carries with it 
certain privileges, such as participation without fee in the Annual Conference, literature 
at a discount, the right to apply for the Seal Sale privileges, etc. It has been felt that many 
Care Committees would welcome more direct technical advice in their work of helping sick 
and necessitous patients. The Council has therefore decided to offer a new service. 
Upon request, a lady social worker of skill and experience in social work will be sent free 
of charge to any affiliated Tuberculosis Care Committee to advise upon details and 
difficulties of the work which may arise, and the methods of raising funds. Owing to the 
war, this arrangement may take some time to put into working order, but the Council feel 
sure that time will prove the scheme to be of value to all progressive Care Committees. 
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The rules for affiliation have been revised, and are published in Appendix V. Local 
Committees will feel strengthened if conscious that they are part of a National movement, 
and that it is the earnest desire of the Council to foster these centres of constructive social 
work up and down the land. 


TUBERCULOSIS AND SOCIAL CONDITIONS 


One of the objects of the Association is to encourage scientific enquiry and the publi- 
cation of well-authenticated reports. The Council was informed that two authors of 
distinction, Dr. D’Arcy Hart and Professor Payling Wright, had conducted an extensive 
enquiry into “ Tuberculosis and Social Conditions in England, with special reference to 
Young Adults,” and although their report was considered worthy of publication by the 
Medical Research Council and favoured by Sir Arthur MacNalty, Chief Medical Officer 
of the Ministry of Health, certain administrative difficulties had prevented this. The 
Association decided to take over the publication of this Report. The work has been well 
reviewed by the Press, both in this country and in the United States, and, while it is perhaps 
too much to hope that so specialized a publication will have a large popular circulation, 
the Council is confident that it has fallen into the hands of the right people, and will be a 
source of strength to tuberculosis workers and of credit to the Association, as well as to the 
learned authors. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


Throughout the year the office of the Association has always been open for enquiries 
and settling points of difficulty. An amazing variety of questions are asked, and in each 
case the Secretary-General tries to put the enquirer into touch with the right source of 
information. A number of enquiries, of course, concern individual patients, and they are 
advised about local tuberculosis services and official and private sanatoria. Many are 
from well-wishers who have little knowledge of the subject, but who form a source of latent 
energy and interest in our work, which we try to mobilise in the right direction. 

Our relations with corresponding bodies in all parts of the world continue to be close, 
particularly with the United States of America. 

International Union against Tuberculosis.—The National Association of each country 
is a member of the International organization, and it was one of the unhappy results of the 
war that the International Conference, projected for Berlin in September, 1939, had to be 
abandoned. An interesting programme had been arranged, and speakers from this 
country, including Sir Pendrill Varrier-Jones, Dr. Stanley Griffith, Dr. Frederick Heaf 
and Dr. William Munro, had arranged to read papers. It is hoped that, when happier 
times return, the Conference may be held in one of the countries in the Union. 

Owing to the death of Sir Robert Philip, a vacancy was created in the membership 
of the Executive Committee of the International Union, and it was learned with pleasure 
that the Association’s Chairman, the Marchioness of Titchfield, had been invited to fill 
and had accepted this office. 


FINANCE 


The Association carries on its work by means of funds voluntarily subscribed, and does 
not enjoy official grants of any kind. Responsibilities at home include the Burrow Hill 
Colony, where the expenses are heavier than in an ordinary sanatorium in account of the 
long curriculum that is offered; Health Propaganda, and the production of films, work in 
which the receipts do not meet the expenditure; and many other activities. 

Certain economies in administration have been achieved during the year, and it may 
be hoped that the financial backing which the Association has always received in the past 
may be continued, and will enable the work to be maintained. The Balance Sheet appears 
on page 11. 


MEMBERSHIP OF COUNCIL 


During the year the Council suffered a heavy loss through the death of Sir Frederick 
Hobday, the greatest authority of his time on veterinary diseases, and one who had taken 
a keen interest in the work of the Association. His place has been taken by Professor 
J. B. Buxton, Principal and Dean of the Royal Veterinary College, and well known for his 
researches on bovine tuberculosis. The Council was also strengthened by the appointment 
of the following gentlemen :-— 

Councillor Brosch, a former Chairman of the Public Health Committee of the 
Corporation of Birmingham, and Dr. G. B. Dixon, Chief Clinical Tuberculosis 
Officer for that City; Professor W. H. Tytler, David Davies Professor of Tuberculosis 
at the Welsh National School of Medicine, who is one of the leading authorities on the 
bacteriology of the disease; Dr. J. B. McDougall, Medical Director of the British 
Legion Village, Preston Hall; and Dr. R. C. Wingfield, Medical Superintendent of 
Brompton Hospital Sanatorium, Frimley.

BURROW HILL SANATORIUM COLONY 


(a) Report of Medical Superintendent 


The Report for 1939 is to be a brief one because less space than usual is at our disposal. 
Accordingly I submit a very few remarks in order that space may be found for the detailed 
statement on the work of the school and garden and on the social organisation of the 
Colony. 

Until the outbreak of war beds had remained full throughout the year with a small 
waiting list. It is worth recording that patients in residence when war began reacted 
very well indeed to the situation. They were quite content to remain and there were no 
requests to go home. All patients did splendid work in assisting in the carrying out of such 
precautionary measures as had to be taken. 


Since September numbers have dropped so that at the close of the year there were 
20 vacant beds. The main cause of this is the dislocation of the Public Health Services 
caused by the war. The whole machinery dealing with institutional treatment of the 
tuberculous was thrown out of gear and it will be long ere this damage is fully repaired. 
As a result we had practically no admissions from the beginning of September to the end 
of October. Since then patients have been coming in, though in smaller numbers than 
usual. It is hoped that in 1940 the rate of admission may increase if events do not further 
hamper the work of the Tuberculosis Services. 


One of the problems on which the war has focussed our attention is that of the 
adolescent between military age and school leaving age. Articles and correspondence in 
The Times and other newspapers stress the importance of this age period. These articles 
point out that much may be done for the future by safeguarding the physical mental and 
moral welfare of youths at this formative period of their lives. The writers realise that this 
holds good in peace time also, particularly in relation to the unemployed but they contend 
that the problem is even more pressing now because of the stress and strain which conditions 
of war impose. 

In view of this the National Association may be justly proud of the achievement of 
Burrow Hill Colony. For more than a decade it has done for the tuberculous what the 
community at large is now exhorted to do for the healthy. 

As indicated earlier in this brief statement, the work of the Colony has suffered from 
the effects of war conditions in common with all institutional treatment of the tuberculous. 
It is to be hoped that war which has shown the importance of our scheme and the 
possibility of a larger application of its principles may not be allowed to affect adversely 


the future of Burrow Hill Colony.

Report on the School Year, 1939 


The year 1939 at Burrow Hill School can be summed up as “ normal,”’ even with the 
outbreak of war in September. Indeed, there was less upset with the actual coming of war 
than a year previously with the threat of it, and the work was interrupted only to a slight 
degree. 


The three typical groups of scholars—good, bad and indifferent—were still represented. 
Progress amongst the first group was very satisfactory indeed, and they did well in their 
examinations. Mr. Smith, the new commercial master, organised his work quickly, and in 
the Autumn introduced yet a fourth examination—that of the Faculty of Teachers in 
Commerce. The other three examining bodies are the Royal Society of Arts, the London 
Chamber of Commerce, and Pitman’s Institute. In 1939 a total of 242 papers were taken 
in these examinations, with 197 passes, a success of about 81.4 per cent. One outstanding 
result should be mentioned. In the London Chamber of Commerce examination of 
November, 1939, one of the candidates was awarded first place in the English paper. This 
is in competition with candidates from all over Great Britain. 


It is very gratifying to notice the interest which the older boys take in their work. As 
far as possible, they follow out their own special interests, preparing themselves for after- 
school life. They are encouraged by the reports which reach them concerning their 
companions who have left the Colony earlier, and who find that their training has not been 
purely academic, but is of substantial value. Many “ old boys’’ go to surprising pains 
and expense to re-visit the Colony, and it is pleasing to see what good use they are making 
of their talents and training. During 1939 many of the “‘ old boys ” who are serving with 
H.M. Forces visited the school. 


Progress amongst the more backward pupils was, on the whole, satisfactory, but in 
many cases time and effort produced little obvious result. 


A change of considerable interest to all the pupils was the formation of the “‘ Burrow 
Hill Social and Sports Club,” under the Chairmanship of Mr. Smith. This has for its 
main object the provision of as many forms of sports—indoor and outdoor—as is possible 
from the small regular contributions of each club member. The Club has proved very 
successful, and is largely self-governing. 


The Burrovian appeared at its set times during the year, and the pupils maintained 
the standard set by their predecessors. I hope that, despite the difficulties of war-time 
production, it will continue to appear.

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Report on the Commercial Course in 1939, also Social and Athletic 
Activities 


It is a pleasure to report a great improvement in the work of the students taking up 
commercial studies during the past year. Their manner of approach, attentiveness and 
interest in the lectures was fully reflected in the splendid showing at the examinations. 
The examinations of the Faculty of Teachers in Commerce, set for the first time in 
November, were much appreciated by the students. The quality of their work is further 
illustrated by reference to the detailed results. 

Our success in school life is in no small measure due to the spirit of freedom which 
exists in the social life of the Colony. All who wish to benefit must be willing to take an 
active part in the management. 

The Burrow Hill Sports and Social Club was formed in April 1939. Sport is divided 
into various sections—Billiards, Table-tennis, Darts, Cricket, Miniature Golf and Croquet 
and sundries (card games, chess, etc.). Each section is governed by its own Chairman 
and Secretary Treasurer. The Governing Body is a “ Central Committee ’’ constituted 
as follows : two Presidents, Dr. A. H. Macpherson and Dr. W. M. MacPhail, myself as 
Chairman, and the Chairmen of the sections. 

There is also a Debating section, carried out strictly to rule, minutes being kept. 
Subjects for debate are chosen by the members, all being encouraged to “ have something 
to say ’ on the topic under discussion. There is a keen Stamp Collectors’ Club, general 
interest being centred in the collecting of British Colonial Stamps. 

Financial support is secured by a weekly contribution to a “‘ Central Fund.’”” Members 
under 16 years contribute 4d., over 16 years 1d. per week. ‘There is a small fee charged 
for actual games played, as in Billiards—4d. per member per game of half an hour. All 
revenue from games is turned over to the Treasurer and credited to the various sections, 
to aid in the cost of new equipment, etc. 

Our latest addition is the formation of a Hobbies Centre. Interest at the moment 
is centred on fashioning model Aeroplanes. 

On the social side, outside concert parties frequently put on an entertainment, the boys 
themselves giving us an occasional concert. Film shows, whist drives and snooker handi- 
caps, with an occasional lecture to fill in any gaps. Thus it can be truly said the social 
life of Burrow Hill is well catered for, and feel the time fast approaching when the cry 
will be ‘“‘ We need another recreation room,” and thus keep pace with “‘A bigger and more 
widely known Burrow Hill.” 

In conclusion I must here pay a tribute to Dr. A. H. Macpherson and Dr. W. M. 
MacPhail for their whole hearted support and sympathy in helping to maintain the social 
life of the Colony.

Report on the Training of Boys in Horticulture at Burrow Hill Colony 


During the past year it has been noticed that the number of boys in training in 
horticulture at this Colony has been slightly below our yearly average of 40 ; this may, to 
a large extent, be put down to war conditions. 


The boys who have come forward for this training are certainly of a much higher 
standard of education than in previous years, but I am sorry to say they do not compare 
favourably in their standard of physique. This in many ways is a drawback to our training 
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which of necessity covers every branch of horticulture (heavy and light), and one requires 
to be able to do a certain amount of work in each and every subject to make headway. 


The 1939 season has been wet and cold, which has made training trying and 
unpleasant for all trainees ; the following table will tend to show these unfavourable 
conditions :—

The boys on the whole have taken great interest in their work, and most of them have 
made satisfactory progress, as in previous years. We have a number who have made 
special efforts and studied to take the Royal Horticultural Society’s examinations. 

During 1939 five boys sat for the Royal Horticultural Society general examination, of 
which four passed ; at present we have three boys taking these examinations, all with a 
very favourable chance of passing. 

It is pleasing to see these boys devoting their evenings to study ; it is also most satis- 
factory to see the actual work they do. This can be traced to the following factors. 

A large number of trained boys have been found employment in the L.C.C. parks 
by the kind help of that Committee. This certainly induces boys to give of their best in 
the endeavour to become a candidate for such posts. 

A number have found suitable employment in gardens, institutions, nurseries, etc., 
and all are doing well. If we can continue to show that there are openings for such boys, 
I feel sure that these boys will respond to our training.

APPENDIX IV. 
RULES FOR AFFILIATION 


1. Any Institution, Society or Committee whose object includes the eradication of 
tuberculosis and whose constitution, objects and work are approved by the Council of the 
National Association shall be eligible for affiliation as a Tuberculosis Care Committee. 


2. Tuberculosis Care Committees applying for affiliation shall satisfy the Council of 
the National Association that the following conditions are being or will be fulfilled :— 


(a) The Committee shall form a recognised and integral part of the Tuberculosis Service of the County, 
County or Metropolitan Borough or Joint Board of the area within which it operates. 


(b) The Committee shall include representatives of Authority responsible for the Tuberculosis Service 
of the area and of such official charitable and other organisations as may be able and willing to help. 


(c) The Committee shall make the family of the tuberculous person the unit of its operations, and shall 
have as its aim the rehabilitation of such families rather than mere temporary relief. 


(d) The Committee shall deal only with tuberculous persons who have expressed their willingness for 
their cases to be referred to the Committee. A Committee is not precluded from making such 
representations to Local Authorities and others as are considered necessary with reference to the 
welfare of tuberculous persons generally. 


(e) The Tuberculosis Officer shall act as Medical Advisor to the Committee. 


3. Affiliated Care Committees shall send to the National Association each year a 
short report indicating the character and extent of the work done and an audited statement 
of account. 


4. The privilege of affiliation shall be continued from year to year, and the Council of 
the National Association retain the right to withdraw the privilege at any time if the con- 
stitution or objects of the affiliated society are changed, or if, in the opinion of the Council, 
the work of the affiliated body does not reach the standard considered by the Council to 
be adequate. 


5. The privileges of affiliation shall be as follows :— 


(a) Membership of the Annual Conference of the National Association for one representative without 
fee. 


(b) Use of Propaganda service of the Association without charge. 
(c) Purchase of literature, hire of films, etc., at a discount. 
(d) Use of double red cross on noteheading, etc., and free provision of block for the same. 


(e) The right to apply for participation in the Christmas Seal Sale which may be granted annually 
at the discretion of the Council in each case. 


(f) As circumstances permit, the National Association will be prepared to send on request, and free 
of charge, an experienced Social Welfare Organiser to advise with the Committee on the work 
generally and upon special difficulties which have been encountered. 


6. During the course of the war and in time of National Emergency the Council of 
the Association may at its discretion waive the application of any of the above rules.
